Any topic of your choosing (perhaps the same you used for the PNG in 
Chicago) would be most acceptable! afterwards a question -answer session 
might be in order. 

We would pay ail travel expenses from St. Louis to Oklahoma City and re- 
turn, including hotel and meals while in Norman. Incidentally there are 
excellent rail and air connections between St. Louis and Oklahoma City. 

Since we are anxious to get our program set, we would appreciate an early 
reply.
